Extensive revisions of the constitu- 
tion were discussed by the .Athletic 
.Association at a meeting held over the 
week-end. 

The most important changes cflfcct- 
cd dealt with the duties of managers, 
and the centralization of corrcspon 
dcnce and purchasing. Managers are 
to be held responsible for all equip 
ment, arrangements concerning games 
and trips, and the condition of train 
ing quarters and playing fields, etc. 

All purchasing must be done by the 
manager or president of the club con- 
cerned, and mu,<t be authorized by 
the secretairy of the Students' Council. 

'These regulations.' will reduce to a 
minimum needless ex'penditurcs and 
lax attention to equipment. 

All correspondence pertaining to 
athletics must be carried on through 
the Athletic Association's office, and 
will be kept on file in this office. 

T-wo amendments to the constitu- 
tion dealing with insignia were parsed. 

First. — The members of the City 
League championship indoor baseball 
team will in future receive Small Plain 

Second. — The \Vinners of the Wick- 
steed competition will receive Small 
Plain 

Members of the intercollegiate gym- 
nastic team will receive -large plain M 
ihould they Avin the championship 
and small plain M should they be un- 
successful in attaining the title. 

An amendment was also carried 
which states that in future the secrc- 
rctary of the Students' Council shall 
also be the secretary" of • the Athletic 
Association. The- onerous duties ac 
companying the position of -secretary, 
especially under the new system of 
centralized correspondence and pur- 
chasing, requires more time than a 
student can afford to give to the posi- 
tion. The iecrctary of the Students 
Couiicil, w<ho authorizes all purchas- 
ing and issuing of equipment, must be 
thoroughly cognizant of all matters 
pertaining to athletics, and his posi- 
tion of secretary of the .Athletic .As- 
sociation will insure this being the 
caie. 

The question of granting the B.W. 
& F. recognition as a major sport was 
thoroughly di.scussed. The executive 
decided that, under the present sys 
tem of granting athletic insignia, the 
B.W. & F. could not be granted major 
sport privileges in preference to other 
minor sports' such as basketball, swim 
miiig, tennis, etc. 

A committe'e was therefore formed 
consisting of R. H. Fos.s, C. Ramsay 
and Dr. Lamb," which will study the 
mailer of awards during the summer 
vacatioii. and submit to the .-Vtliletic 
Association prupottils for the revision 
of the present system of awards.

Hven when Monsieur le Kcdac- 
"jir-en-Chcf puljlislu's a little volume of youthful versi' his lirst 
attempts toMvoo his .Muse are reviewed according to the best tra- 
ditions of the Keviie des Deux Mondes, lîut the most creditable 
feature about "Le Ouarticr Latin" is .its fearless championship of a 
cause, which must always demand the sympathy of every .student, 
be he EnglLsh or l-'ronch, whose good fortune it is to reside iu this 
Province, and that is the nuiintenaiicc of the old language and cul- 
ture in wliat was at une time Xcw l"rance. 

JCvcn ll'.i.' sacictl person of a Mcliill professor is not secure 
if he dare to glorify Ontario not wisely but too well or suggest 
that the Québécois are not every bit as "Canadian"' as their neigh- 
bors. Quite recently ;i well-known professor in the l'aculty of .\rts 
did this in the course of a magazine article. As a result in the
